BIG NEW RADIO BROADCASTING I 
LINKS IN CANADA SUGGESTED 


Montreal. Jan 3.—The Montreal 
Gazette to-day carried the following 
special dispatch from Ottawa: 

"More than a quarter of n million 
Canadians owning radio receiving seta 
had paid the Oovernment tax of 91 up 
to the end of November, an increase of 
917.000 ks compared with the end of 
November. 1927 It 1* believed, how¬ 
ever. that more than 100.000 radio fan* 
in the Dominion are dodging thl* tax."

The port of Vancouver ended 1928 
with the largest grain loading total 
for any one days of the year, according 
to K. J. Burns, port superintendent. 
The volume pf wheat loaded from all 
elevators for the twenty-four hours, 
ending at 8 a m . was 1.828.093 bushels 

The total grain export was 38.303.- 
693 bushels for the 1928-29 season, as 
compared with 21,320.896 bushels for 
the corresponding period of the 1927- 
28 year. There were twelve deep-sea 
ships in harbor this morning loading 
wheat to the total of 3.000 000 bushels, 
and the elevator stocks should slightly 
reduce, easing the storage situation. 
There are now 8.300.000 bushels in 
store, with 4.300.000 bushels en route 
on trains In British Columbia rail di¬ 
visions.
